MADISON, Wis., Get. 6.— Of the hundreds of death certificates 
handled annually by the state board of health in making its c assia, 
cation of diseases many c o c a i n interesting rem arks of the causes of 
deaths. 
These death certificates are generally filled out by a local 
physician and mailed to the board. 
Here are some of the ill-defined 
causes as found in the reports by Chief Statistician L. W. Hutch- 
croft: 
(A m other) “ Died in infancy.” 
“ Went to bed feeling well, b y t woke up dead.” 
“ Died suddenly at the age of 103. 
Up to this time he bid fair 
to reach a ripe old age.” 
“ Do not know cause of death, but patient fully recovered from 
last illness.” 
“ Deceased had never been fatally sick.” 
“ Died a mere child.” (An infant of one-half year.) 
“ Last illness caused by chronic rheum atism , but was cured be­ 
fore death.” 
“ Died suddenly, nothing serious.” 
“ While cranking his automobile, sustained 
what is technically 
known as a Colies fracture of the right rib.” 
“ Lung trouble.” 
“ Pulmonary hemorrhage— sudden d e a th .” (D u ra rion 4 years.) 
“ Kick by horse shod on left kidney.” 
“ Chronic disease.” 
“ Deceased died from blood poison, caused by a broken ankle, 
which is remarkable, as the automobile struck him between the lamp 
and the radiator.” 
“ Exhaustion.” 
Since 1907 the national bureau has recognized th e Wisconsin 
health bureau as one of the states furnishing correct vital statis­ 
tics.
